Specifically , 
such topics as labor organization and leadership, pressure groups, and 
wage rates would have to be researched and produced by OCI without 
the assistance of this experienced and specialized staff. Further, 
elimination of professional departmental analysis by Labor (with its 
unique sources of information) as a principal contributor to the 
intelligence community would seriously weaken U. S. national intelligence 
on developing dynamic forces and social pressures in foreign areas 
of national security interest.
